It 8€ndH a Leaden Messenger Into tbe 
Bodies of Two Men and Then 
One Into His Own Brain. 


OINOINNATI, O., Aug. 8.—At Book- 
wood pottery, on Eastern avenue, about 
8 o'clock this morning, an etoploje, 
named Aokland, shot Albert Meyer, the 
engineer, Joseph Bailey, sr , the super- 
intendent, and himself. 
None of them 
were killed instantly, but it is thought 
all are fat^^IIy woundod. 


Ackland began a quarrel, this moin- 
ing, with the engineer by acoueing him 
of 
talking untruthfully about 
him. 
Meyer made a denial of the charges and 
Aokland quickly shot him, the bail strik- 
ing him in the left breast. 
Buperin- 
tendenc Bailey 
called 
out 
"Don't 
shoot," ^hen Ackland turned on him. 


Bailey retrtiated into a room of the 
pottery and olosed the door. 
Ackland, 
however, found a window and fired 
through that, the ball striking Bailey in 
the left shoulder. 
Ackland then tir<3d a 
ball in his own head. 
He was removed 
to the hospital ulive, but unconscious. 


A letter was found on him from his 
mother, Jane Ackland, Yorkshire, Eug- 
iand, 
He is described as being of a 
quarrel-iome disposition and it is said 
that h:s actions for the past -^ix months 
has been eccentric.

was fonnde 1 by the daughter of the late 
Joseph Long worth, now the wife of 
Bellamy titorer.

The Besolntlons, Platform and Proceed- 
InRB tn FOIL 


iNDiANAFoiiis, Aug. 8.—The republi- 
can state convention convened in Tom- 
linson hall this morning. 
The seating 
capacity of the hall is nearly 4,QUO and it 
is crowded to overflowing. 
Several 
hundred ladies are in the galleries. 
There are 1,160 delegates and as many 
alternates. 
The convention is 
the 
largest ever held in Indiana. 
Over 600 
prominent republicans 
occupied 
the 
platform and great enthusiasm prevailed 
for half an hour prior to calling the con- 
vention to order, 
the band playing 
"Marching Through Georgia," and the 
vast audience joining in the chorus. 


Ohairman J. N. Huston, of the state 
central committee, rapped the conven- 
tion to order. 
Senator Johnson, of 
Wayne county, made a vigorous protest 
against the delegates being crowded ofi 
their seats by spectators. 
Fully four 
hundred delegates were unable to obtain 
seats and stood in the crowded aisles. 
The work of seating the delegates pro- 
gressed amidst some confusion. 
Quiet 
having been restored the proceedings 
were opened by prayer by Bev. O. P, 
>Vhulen, of Indidnapolis. 


I he committee on permanent organi- 
zation selected Hon. Wm. H. Calkins, of 
Indianapolis, for permanent chairman. 
The committee on credentials reported 
no contesis. 
Chairman Bobinsou, of 
tho committee on organizatior, reported 
the name of W. H. Caikins for pern a 
net t chairman and M. L. Demotte for 
secretary. 


Delegate Gardner moved that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to visit 
General Harrison and invite him to at- 
tend the convention 
The motion was 
carried amidst wild enthusiasm. 


In his address 
Chairman 
Calkins 
briefly reviewed the achievements of the 
repnblican party. 
When he referred to 
"protection to American labor and in- 
dus'ry," the convention cheered lustily. 
He favored local option and high license, 
which sentiment was heartily applauded. 
Befcrring to the nominees of the Chica- 
go convention, the speaker paid a glow- 
ing 
personal 
tribute 
to 
Levi 
P. 
Morton and then declared: " I need not 
refer to that other grand name," where- 
upon the convention burst forth in en- 
thusiastic applause, cheering and waiv- 
ing hats.

THE PLIAFOBM 


was then read by Chairman Cumb'ick. 
It indorsed and ratified the action of the 
national convention at Chicago, afSrm- 
ing allegiance to the principles and pol- 
icy of the repnblican party.

forgery upon the election returns of 
1886, in 
Marion oiunty, for which a 
number of prominent democratic party 
leaders were indicted and tried, two of 
whom are now suffering deserved penal- 
ties, demands the rebuke of every pa- 
triotic citisen; characterissd the action 
of the democrats in the last general as- 
sembly aa revoluntionai^ and crimeful; 
the will of the people waa aet at defi- 


ance and the constitution disr^arded 
and nullified by violence r nd brutality; 
the alleged election of a United Statas 
senator was accomplished by fraud and 
force; that a stolen senatorskip is a 
part of the democratic administration 
Ht Washington, and it is now in power by 
virtue of the public crimee and nuUifica- 
tioD of tbe constitution and the laws; 
in view of the awom revelations of cor- 
ruption, dishonesty and outrageous con- 
duct in the penal and benevolent institu- 
tions made before the investigating 
committees of the last legislature, 
we 
demand that these trusts be forever re- 
moved 
from 
partisan 
control. 
We 
favor placicg all the public institutions 
under wisely conceived and honestly ad- 
ministered civil service law. 


Upon the subject of labor, it is in 
favor of the establishment and perma- 
nent maintenance of a bureau of labor 
statistics, the passage and strict enforce- 
ment of laws which will absolutely pre- 
vent the competition of imported ser- 
vile, oonvict, or contract labor, with free 
labor; to prohibit the employment of 
young children in factories and mines; 
to guarantee to workmen the most fav- 
orable conditions for their service, es- 
pecially the proper safeguards for life 
and comfort in the mines and factories, 
on railways and in all hazardous occupa- 
tions; to enforce certain and frequent 
payment of wages, to abridge the hours 
of labor wherever practicable and to pro- 
vide 
for 
the 
submission 
to 
just 
and 
impartial 
arbitration 
all 
differences between workmen and em- 
ployes; recognizee the right of wage- 
workers to organize for the legitimate 
promotion of their mutual good; favors 
a homestead to every head of the family 
in addition to the persontil property now 
exempted from execution by law; favors 
the renewal of amendments to the state 
constitution making the terms of county 
officers four years and striking out the 
'*ord "white" from the section of article 
12 
so 
that 
colored 
men 
may 
become 
part 
of 
the 
regular 
militia 
force; declares that 
railway 
and other public corporations should be 
subjected to control through legislative 
poitters; that the free public school sys- 
tem must be protected and that politics 
and legislation must be kept free from 
the influence of the saloon, and that the 
liquor traffic must obey the law. 


"We favor legislation upon the prin- 
ciples of legislative local option, where- 
by the various commtuities throughout 
the state may, as they shall deem beet, 
either control or suppress the traffic in 
intoxicating liquors. 


"We will not consent that orphaus 
shall be impoverished or embarrassed 
because 
of 
the 
refus?J 
of 
lib- 
eral provisions by the government or 
the technical requirements of law or ad 
ministration securing the recognition of 
their just claims. 


It says that proof of an honorable and 
of existing disability ought and must 
be deemed sufficient showing to warrant 
the award of a pension, and congratulates 
the people on the material prosperity of 
the state and favors the development of 
our resourcee in every way. 


It criticises congress for refusing to 
return the war tax to states amounting 
to more than a million and a half dollars. 
It approves the services of the republi- 
can members of the boute of represen- 
tatives and closes thus: "Under this de- 
claration of facts and principles, the re- 
publicans of Indiana invite the oo-oper- 
ation of all citizens, irrespective of past 
political faith or action. 


The platform was unanimously adopted 
amidst cries of "Its a good one. "Becess 
tUl 2 p. m.

8.—The 
Chinese prohibition 
bill passf^d 
the 
senate without a division. 
The bill pro- 
vides that from and after the date of the 
exchange of ratifications of the pending 
treaty between the United btates of 
America and the emperor of China, 
signed on the 12th day of March last, it 
shall be unlawful for any Chinese per- 
son, whatever, a subject of China, or 
any other power, to enter the United 
States, except as m this bill provided.

WABASH, Ind., Aug. 8.—The Knights 
of Labor in this city are agitated over 
the expulsion of Arthnr C. Everett from 
one of the five assemblies because of 
his atneism, and the prospective excite- 
ment It will canse at ihe itate assembly 
to be held at Indianapolis, in Septem- 
ber, as he propposeb to prese .t his case 
to that bod V. 
Ev irett was formerly edi- 
tor of the Labor Advocate, 
and was the 
prime mover iu the organisation of the

He has always 
voiced his atheistic doctrines on every 
occasion. 
No attention was paid to him 
until he 
objected 
to

His sympathizers are largely in the 
minority.

KNIGHTS JF LABOR! 


Meet Ifi Ntata Convention and Denonnee 
Harrhoc and Morton and the 
Indianapolis Jour- 
nal Oai ff. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Aug 
8.—The 
state 
federation of trades unions met yester- 
day in delegate convention. 
In accord- 
ance with the call of Chairman Huston, 
of the republican state committee, a 
number of tbe party followers from all 
parts of the ptate, were present to cap- 
ture the assembly. 
Tbey were not dele- 
gates and consequently were excluded 
from the meeting, after which the regu- 
lar business proceeded. 


The members were intelligent and rep- 
resentative workingmen, and they didn't 
propose to have their organization pros- 
tituted to the servioe of any politfcal or- 
ganizntion or any candidates for office. 
'Ihe state office holders and others who 
attempted to participate in the proceed- 
ings were informed that their presence 
was not desired, and after a futile at- 
tempt to gain admittance they retired 
diegruntled and discomfited. 


In the convention were 147 delegates 
whose credentials tallied with the dupli- 
cates in possession of the executive com- 
mittee, 
One of the most remarkable 
things about the meeting was the frreat 
amcuut of work It succeeded in accom- 
pliehing in a single day. 
Besides the 
regular routine work a large nnmber of 
resolutions were paesed. 
Everything 
was extremely harmonious within the 
meeting. 


The federation, as constituted yester- 
day, was undoubtedly a representative 
gathering of the labor interests of the 
state and as aaoh the resolutions which 
were adopted a re of the utmost import- 
ance. representing as they do the opin- 
ions and feeling of the labor people. 
AlthouRh the pensions were with closed 
doors the following resolutions adopted 
were given to the press 


HABBISON DENOUNCED. 


Whereas.—Believing that the policies 
of goveriimett should be general in their 
benefit end not fixed for the advantage 
of the f< w; at d, further, that under laws 
now existing this principle |haa not been 
followed; and believing that the labor- 
ing masses are now interested in the suc- 
oens of snob principles and policies as 
will give them a more equal chance with 
the employirg class than of the success 
of any political party. 


2. That we condemn the policy of leg- 
islation beginning in 1861, which has 
been to enable tbe bankers and bond- 
holders of the nation to secure for gov- 
ernment pledges obtained with greatlv 
depreciated 
paper money 
(generally 
about fifty cents on the dollar), though 
bearing interest in gold on a full 100 
cents, a redemption of those pledges in 
coin at a fabalous premium, while every 
other obligation to soldier, sailor or citi> 
zen was legally parable in the paper 
money of the United States. 


8, That we are opposed to all laws 
which have steadily and almost wholly 
transferred the enormous burdens of op- 
pressive tiftxation from the money kings 
of the country to the great army of con- 
sumers, until to-day the latter class is 
praotioaliy Tie sole pack-horses of this 
boasted republic of freedom andpopuUr 
rights, while yet producing all its wealth 
and enjoying all its comforts. 


Besoived, That we can not support 
the candidates of the republican party 
lor president and vice president, be- 
cause both of them are wanting in sym- 
pathy for the laboring classes. 
This 
was shown by General Barrison in the 
memorable strike of 1877, when he vol- 
unteered 
to 
command 
a 
com- 
pany 
of 
soldiers 
to 
shoot 
laboring men 
down, 
after 
having 
refused to attempt a settlement 
by 
peaceable means. 
For four day«' ser- 
vice as oaptaiu of said company he re- 
ceived and receipted for twenty silver 
doilors, which was as much blood money 
as the "thirty pieces of silver" for 
which JudfiH Iscariot betrayed the Sa- 
vior of mankind. 
It has been shown 
by Morton, in his ciüeer as a Widl 
street money shark and as a sharer in 
the unholy gains of many greedy oor- 
corpoiatioos, that have 
cruelly 
op- 
pressed their employes. 
In trying to 
get poKsession of the shingle on which 
was inscribed, "Shoes mode find re 
paired by Levi P. Morton," offering a 
large sum for it that he might destroy 
the 
evidence 
of 
his 
former 
hnmble 
oocnpation, 
Morton 
has 
shown 
himself 
ashamed 
of 
the condition to which he was born, 
thus sacrificing all claim to the respect 
and support of the honest laborers of 
the land who have no blushes for their 
employment. 


Uesolved, That in voting on fourteen 
different occasions against 
measures 
that were proposed in the senate of the 
United States for the restriction of Chi- 
nese cheap labor, and in his often re 
peated private avowals of a willingness 
that the naturalization laws should be 
extended so as to give Chinamen the 
right to become citizens, Harrison h u 
given the strongest possible proofs of.his 
utter disregard of the interests and wel- 
fare of American workingmen. 


Besoived, That for reasons here speci- 
fied and for the further fact that these 
republican candidates, in their habits, 
thoughts, sympathies and assooiations 
are of the class that would inaugurate 
an aristocracy on the ruins of free gov 
ernment. 


Besoived, That organized labor in 
other btates is cordially invited to co-op 
crate with us in the enforcement of the 
sentiments and 
objects 
herein 
ex- 
pressed. 


The federation passed resolution« de- 
nooncing John 0. New and son and 
thoir Iniiana}>olis Journal, which they 
Bay has always denounced organiaed 


labor, while Mr. New expelled from his 
office all the Union printers. 


Besolntions were also passed request' 
iug the Stat« legislature to enaet meas- 
ures so as (1.) To make the first Mondar 
in September a legal holiday, to be 
known as Labor day; (2.) To iuerease 
the powers of the state bureau of statis- 
tics so as to have a labor bureau; (3.) 
To pass a law regulating the plumbing 
of all buildings and houses so that the 
health of tbe people will be foPt«red and 
cared for n a proper manner; (4,) 
To 
repeal the penitentiarr contract law and 
to abolish 
maehinery in criminal in- 
stitutions. 


Congress was likewise requested to 
prohibit the Chinese immigration, and 
that those Chinese already here be re- 
turned to their native home. 


The following resolutions were also 
passed* 


Besoived, That it is the pflnse of this 
federation that the Labor Signai,

bor paper of Indianapolis, be regarded 


the official oreBn of this body, and 
every member therf>rf fp herebv pledged 
to aid said Labor Sifjnal to the extent 
of his ability.

The works have also just 
completed six of the heaviest freight lo- 
comotives ever built by them, four being 
for the Philaddphia and Beading rail- 
road, and two for the Oentrd Bailfoad 
of New Jersey. They are of the con- 
solidation type, with cylinders twenty- 
two inches in dismeter, twentr-dght 
inches stroke, and each wdghs 168,000 
pounds.

"Hot com, here's your nice hot ooml" 
will never be forgotten. It was carried 
in the cans holding hot water and was 
very palatable. 
Any citizen wotQd 
testify to its being 


The sweetest com you ever eat 
Or ever sold on Fulton street. 


The night watchman in old times 
formed a consijicuous figure in the com- 
munity. According to Bowring's hymn 
they were supposed to possess a knowl- 
edg« of things transpiring at a time 
when all other people were asleep. 
Dressed in ordinary • attire and wearing 
a broad-brimmed hat, the sound of the 
club on the pavement indicated the 
nightly round. 
From noise of acare fires, rest ye free. 
From murder, 
From all miscbances that may fright 
Thy pleasant slrnnbera in the night ; 
Mercy secure ye all, and keep 
The goblin from ye while ye sleep. 
The old watch house stood at the 
Catharine Ferry ; its bell in the cupola 
rang the fire alarms. 


The frequent breakage of articles of 
constant household use afforded a living 
to the man who carried a bundle of rat^ 
tans under his arui, whose voice was 
heard crying, "old chairs to mend." 
These criers, when they obtained a job, 
would often ask foi food, thus gaining a 
scanty subsistence. 
Sometimes they 
raised the cry : 


Old chairs to mend—old chairs to mend, 
If I hiid the money that I could spend, 
I never would cry "Old chairs to mend." 
The cane-bottom chair, which often 
became worn through, was then in gen- 
eral use. 


One of the pleasant sights in summer 
was the flower man, who, with a board 
of flower pots of various sizes on his 
head, would sing: "All in full bloom, 
while roses, japónicas, pinks, tulips, 
morning glories, etc., wafted a perfump 
on the air. Some of the flowers woul.i 
hold birds made of wax of différé ii 
colors 2>erched upon the branches. 


The china man, with a loose bag con- 
taining the pieces in most common use, 
often passtnl the houses, reminding 
those within of "chinaware to mend." 
The annual breakage in every house 
amounted to a considerable sum. 
The 
china man would replace broken covers, 
handles, etc., and, knowing that bright 
colors always pleased the eye, he would 
carry a kind of clay not used in ordinary 
manufacture. 


The blacking man who stood in front 
of the City Hall Park, was a familiar 
character, attracting the attention of 
the passing throng by some verses be- 
ginning : 


Now, gentlemen, wnlk right ui) this waiy 
And hear what the Blacking Man has to si^. 
He would relato several anecdotes in 
verse, one of the "jilted lover" \i(bo 
"m)re a dirty boot," but who was finally 
accepted, and of the pig that, swallow- 
ing a box, was "absorbed to his hide.^' 
Perhaps his most amusing anecdote, 
which he related in ])rose, M'as of the 
man who, "bidding liim p:ood-by on that 
spot," started for New Orleans, but, ap- 
I^earing again in a few days, was told-it 
was thought he had gone to New OIR- 
leaus, when he rejilied tliat he started, 
but, when just outside of Sandy Hodk, 
the vessel was wn^cked and the ciçew 
were all lost, but as ho had blacked iris 
boots with waterproof blacking, the in- 
coming tide had floated him back to the 
city. "And now, then, gentlemen," he 
wouhl add. "who lakes another box of! 
my blackiníí?"—Brookiini Eagle. 


T H E F L E S H LIIIIIPS O F F B I T BY BITi 


Horrible Fat« of the l.ept-r Who Lives in 
Veritable Tropical I'aradit««. 


The leper settlenienl at Molokai is 
one of tlio mo<t be:intifn] of tropical 
paradises. 
There in verv truth "all na- 
ture pleases and only juan is vile." 


It is at the exi reme oiul of tlie island, 
which is forty miles loii';- and ten miles 
fwide. The remaiiidev of tiie island is 
occupied by sheep and c;attl(> ranches. 


From the west the land ascends thft 
height of 3,1)00 feet above the sea. Then 
there is a sheer descent—so perjKin- 
dicular that a stone dropjied will fall 
straight as a i)lummet, without touching 
ilie face of the cliff. 


At the foot of the ])reeii)ioe, inaccess- 
ible save by a zig-zag bridle path too 
jsteep for cattle to descend, and by the 
'sea, lies the leper settlement, savs a 
Correspondent of the St. Louis Gtobe- 
iDemoorat. 
Below these frowning liffs 
iof black lava are about thirtji' square 
imiles of radiant green fields, dotted 
|with the whitewashed churches and 
huts of the natives, while beyond gleams 
the! dark-blue ocean, stretching away 
without a break to Alaska. On« lands 
the little bay just at the foot of the cliff, 
from which a road leads to the church 
and to Father Damien's house. 
The 
church is built in the form of a cross, 
but has no [Jietensions to architectural 
beauty. 


Directly b<'hin(l the church is the 
graveyard, where fully f>ue thousand 
^tive hundred lepers lie buried in a 
;spaco of al)ont an acre. 
They are 
buried in layers. 
First the whole 
ground was filled in the ordinary way. 
Then they began at the corner where the 
first body was interred and dug a now 
grave. 


Although only two years had elap.^ -d 
nothing was found of the first corpse 
except a few bones, Avhich could ')e 
crushed into dust between the fingoi s. 
In some cases this complete reduction 
to dust takes i)lace within six mouths 
;after burial. Back of the graveyard, 
not two hundred and fifty yards away, 
[rises the preci}>itous cliff that shuts the 
settlement off from the rest of the 
world. 


Nothing is more mournful than to see 
these wretched creatures, Avho ai'e dy- 
iing by inches, crea]»ing about their 
houses or riding on their horses, of 
which a large herd is kept at the settle- 
|ment. 
• There is little trace of h iimanity in their 
ibloated, scarred faces, with great ridges 
of flesh, steamed and welted; with their 
»lassy, protruding eyes and with t^eir 
lideously deformed limbs, some swollen 
as in elephantiasis and <jthers dropping 
off bit by bit, a joint here and a joint 
there—a painless but sure si^a of the 
approach ol dissolution.

Drcsacd in ordinary, attire and wearing 
a broad-brimmed hat, the sound of the 
club on tho pavement indicated the 
nightly round.

Catharine Ferry; ita bell in" the cupola 
tang the fire alarms. 


The frequent breakage of articlee of 


constant household nee afforded a living 
to the man who carried a bundle of rah 
tans under life arm, whoso voice was 
heard crying, "old chairs to mend." 
These criers, when they obtained a job, 
•wonld often ask foi fdod, thus gaining a 
scanty subsistence. 
Sometimes they 


raised the cry; 


Old cliaire to mend—old chain to mond, 
If 1 bud tliy tiioiiuy tlitit I could Bpwnd. 
I never would cry "Old cbulrs to iiiuini" 
The cane-bottom cliuir, which often 


became worn through, was then in gen- 
eral use. 


One of the pleasant sights in summer 


was tho flower man, who, with a board 
of flower pots of various sizes on his 
head, would sing: "All in full bloom," 
while roses, japouicits, pinks, tulips, 
morning glories, etc., wafted a porfunio 
on tho air. Somo of the flowers would 
hold birds made of wax of different 
colors perched upon the branches. 


The china man, with a loose bag con- 


taining the pieces in most common use, 
often passed tho houses, reminding 
those witlu'n of "chiimwure to mend. 
The anmml breakage in every hottso 
amounted to a considerable sum. Th« 
china man would replace broken covers, 
handles, etc., ami, knowing that bright 
colors always pleased the eye, ho would 
carry a kind of clay not used in ordinary 
manufacture. 


Tho blacking mnn who stood in front 


of the City Hall Park, was a familiar 
character, attracting tho attention of 
the pausing throng by some verses bo- 
ginning: 


How, BenUenum, wnlk right op toll war

H« would relate several aneodotea in 


T«Ba, one of the "jilted lorer" T*O

Perhaps his niont amusing anecdote, 
which ho related in prone, was of ttM 
man who, "bidding him goocl-by 00 ttfct 
•pot," rtarted for Now Orleans, but. »p- 
poaring again in & few days, we* told.it 
wan thought he had gone to New Or- 
leans, wltun ho raplii-d that he started, 
but, when juttt outnido of Sandy Hook, 
tho vessel ww wrecked and tho CBBW 
wore all lost, hut as he hud blacked Uhrin 
bootA with waterproof blacking, tho i&- 
coming tide fiml flouted him buck to tho 
city. "And nnw, Ihuii, Kciitlomon," bu 
would add. "who lakes another box o£ 
my blacking?"— Itnmklun Eagle.
